I would think working for NIST you would have a good source of such 
standards. Regardless, ebay is a very good source as they often have 
Rubidiums on there for around $300 or so. Also you did not mention how long 
you expect the stated stability for. Are these short, or, long term 
stability numbers. Dave Allen along with Dr. Wahls, both of NIST, defined a 
very convenient means to measure oscillator stability, called "Allen 
Variance", that takes time into account, and not just absolute stability at 
any given instant. Even a good, double oven crystal oscillator like the HP 
10811 D/E is capable of 1 part in 109 or better. The problem with an 
undisciplined crystal is that while it has excellent short term stability, 
the long term suffers from aging and other effects. Used GPS disciplined 
oscillators (crystal or Rubidium) can be had for around $400 and are 
excellent. Cesiums on the other hand offer even better results, but it is 
not too often that you really find a good one. They are also, still, very 
bulky. The bottom line suggestion is to get a Rubidium, once you have really 
decided on your requirement. Regards - Mike
